BEAUTIFICATION OF PUBLIC 
HIGHWAYS DONE BY COMMUNITY. 
___ — 
Beautification of public highways is urged by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, reason­ 
ing that the highway is as much the interest of the 
traveling public as it is the interest of the adjoining 
property owner. That is true to a great extent for 
the nian who travels the public highway cannot help 
but notice that one section of the natioj} is advanced 
over another section, at least in the plan hi civic 
expansion. 
The planting of trees certainly offers 
an excellent civic work for some civic unit that 
might not otherwise be engaged in laudable enter­ 
prise, or some unit lacking in the job for the entire 
force of its organization. 
The Anniston Star makes the following interest­ 
ing observation in connection with the plan as offer­ 
ed by the Department of Agriculture; 
Suitable tree planting along public highways, 
which greatly enhances their appearance and 
comfort, is most satisfactorily done by the com­ 
munity as a whole rather than by individuals, 
says the United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. Interest in country highways in the United 
States has increased rapidly during the last few 
years. The greater interest in rural roads is due 
largely to the growing automobile traffic, a 
large part of which ik pleasure driving in which 
most beautiful routes are naturally sought. 
While a few states have good laws providing 
for such planting, the remainder have either in­ 
different ones or none at all, according to Farm­ 
ers Bulletin 1481-F, “Planting the Roadside,” 
Jtfst issued.

The traveling public has as much interest in 
the appearance of the road as a whole as the 
adjoining property holder. 
Furthermore, it la 
unusually difficult to get each property holder to 
approve and act on a given plan. For these rea­

The general condition of the na­ 
tion. as foreseen by statisticians and followers of 
ausinlsn, has not been so prosperous in a great 
many yeará. There was greater volume during the 
months of the war, but the contributing cases are 
vastly different. 
This influx is not based on a 
mushroom growth In the least, It ha« been solid, with 
people buying the best value for their dollars. 
Now the fall, in this section there is only one way 
to describe the fall months and that in a very opti­ 
mistic manneh Albany- Decatur has the advantage 
this year of enjoying considerably more 
prestige 
than in past years with the agricultural classes. 
Albany-Decatur has shown an interest in what is 
going on outside, that is in the circle or trading cen­ 
ter surrounding these cities. Take for an instance 
the response found among farmers in the farm re­ 
lations movement of the local Kiwanis unit. Farm­ 
ers appreciated the efforts of 
Kiwaniatjs. 
This 
movement Is now of long standing, 
having 
been 
plated in action three years ago. 
Farmers 
have 
.one to recognize the values of such trips and they 
have fathomed the new meaning of such trips. The 
comparison between the farm relations trips and the 
old booster trips has indeed been refreshing, the re- 
cei tfam has been vastly different So then the agri­ 
cultural trade has been benefitted by such plan. 
Tak ' for an instance the help Albany-Decatur has 
offered through cotton firms in this present fight 
of the farmer against the cotton pests. 
That has 
gained considerable prestige and probably has been 
a factor in the saving of thousands of dollars for 
Morgan agriculture. The Sabred Harp sing planned 
for the end of this week immediately received the 
attention of the merchants of these cities and a re­ 
ception is planned for the thousand people expected 
to attend. That can mean nothing but good for this 
section and this people. 
The Albany-Decatur fair will draw people from 
three counties, promising to be substantial, rather 
than a plan by which the farmer goes to all the 
trouble of placing an exhibit where there will be no 
interest from a civic standpoint. 
Albany-Decatur 
is deeply interested ia the coming fair and people 
are already talking the event as one of the finest 
plans evet tried here. Interest has been displayed 
this year in curb markets, county roads, the buying 
of truck products. 
On every hand there is a new 
sense of duty or loyalty between Albany-Decatur 
and the agricultural sections of this and surround­ 
ing counties. That can mean only that Albany-De­ 
catur is going to serve in greater volume than pre­ 
viously the trading area 4n which are living some 
40,000 people. Many of these people who have never 
been here before, are coming here this fall and while 
they are visitors they are going to buy more or less 
of the products and merchandise offered here. That 
is where the majority of increase in business is ex- 
peetod this fall.
